I am not an inventor or co-inventor 
of patent application U.S. Serial No. 08/823,411. I signed the Declaration for patent 
application Serial No. 08/823,41 1 mistakenly believing that it in the Declaration the Patent 
Application. All of the individuals named in the Declaration are named inventors with me 
on the Patent Application, and I did not recognize that the title of the invention differed 
somewhat from that of the Patent Application and that the U.S. serial number recited in the 
Declaration differed from that of the Patent Application. 

5. I am executing this Explanatory Declaration promptly upon being informed by Mr. 
McDermott of his error in including me on the Declaration. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that all
